"CHILDREN HARMFUL 


The old,-old quesiion of whetheror 


not candies and other sweets are 
harmful for children is never more im- 
portant than at this season, when re- 
serve supplies from the Holidays are: 
in the majority of American homes. 
A flat answer. ‘‘No”’, seems particularly 
cruel at this time; and-aS a matter of 
fact, the answer can. be made with 
reservations. _ : 
Sweets the child should have, but 
of plain, home-made, pure sugar candy. 
preferably at the end of the meal. 
Sugar is a desirable part of ‘the’ diet 
and the only objection which can be 
raised to its use in reasonable amounts 
in a mixed’diet is that. it is sometimes 
allowed to take the place of foods, and 
so spoils the child’s appetite for other 
important.things. | 
- Until the child is five years old he 
needs no candy, as such. The: correct 
proportion may be judged for the 
child over five by averaging the whole 
amount of sugar he obtains in all ‘his 
foods as: - Tae, ok a 
5 to 7 years—I tablespoonfil daily. 
7 to 12 years—2 tablespoonfuls daily. 
The child’s craving for candy very 
often results from improper food. 
habits, irregular feeding, and lack of 
water or milk. ‘Merely because candy 
is ready at hand, and often that means 
“store candy” which is likely to be

SENATE VOTES 10 
SEAT NEWBERRY 


SENATOR RETAINED ‘BY cial 


OF FiVE VOTES; 46 YEAS - 
AND 41 NAYS. 


Resolution Adopted Declares Michl- 
gan Man Elected But Warns 
Against Excessive Expenditures. 


Washington.—By a vote of 46 to 41, 
the senate on Jan. 12 adopted a res- 
olution declaring Truman H. New- 
berry, of Detroit, duly entitled to his 
seat In‘the United States senate from 
Michigan and dismissing charges of 
corruption filed on January 4, 1919 by 
Henry Ford, Democratic aspirant for 
the seat, 

The vote marked the end of the bit- 
terest fought struggle ever staged for 
@ seat in either house of congress, and 
the adoption of the resolution, intro- 
duced by Senator Spencer, Republi- 
can, of Missouri,’ only was accom-

--Lansing—A decline of approximate- 
ty $116,000,000 in the gross income 
from crops to the. farmers of the 
state in 1921, as compared ,with 1920, 
is shown in a report by Verne H.. 
Church of the federal state bureau of 
-farma crop estimates, and Herman S. 
Halladay of the state agricultural de- 
partment. 

The peak value of crop production 
was reached in 1919, the report de- 
clares, with a gross. of $406,107,000. 
In 1920 it dropped to “$303,410,000 and

The menbers 
of the committee are, on the part of 
the senate, Senators Smoot of Utah, 
Harrison of Mississippi and Wads- 
worth of New York. The members on 
the part of the house are Repre- 
sentatives Reavis of Nebraska, Temple 
of Pennsylvania and Moore of Virginia. 

The job of this joint committee .is 
to “make a survey of the administra- 
five services of the government for the 
purpose of securing all pertinent facts 
regarding their powers .and duties, 
their distribution among the’ several 
executive departments, and the over- 
lapping and duplication of authority. 

In reporting the resolution from the 
judiciary committee to the house the 
members were told: : 

It is a matter of common knowledge 
that millions of dollars are wasted by 
the government by the almost endless. 
Auplication of activities. There has, been 
no fundamental change in the adminis- 
trative activities since the organization 
was devised by Alexander Hamilton, and 
the result is that activities entirely out 
of harmony with the functions of depart- 
ments have grown with the passing years 
until the government of the United States 
has become not only the biggest business 
in the world, but the world’s worat man- 
aged busincss. 

The purpose of the resolution is to 
ascertain so far as possible the extent: 
of the overlapping and duplication of ac- 
tivities, with the view that Dumerous 
commissions and bureaus may be ejimi- 
nated and a great saving effected in the 
governmental expenditures, - The commit- 
tee feela that no more constructive legis- 
lation {s possible under existing, condi- 
tions than the legislation proposed by 
the resolution. With the present condl- 
tion of the nation's finances and the bur- 
dens the people suffer because of exces- 
sive taxation,. any legislative measure 
looking to real ecanomy should commend 
itself to the sympathetic attention of the 


| house, and we feel that the passage of 


this resolution and the work of the com-~ 
mittee which will be done under Its au- 
thority will result in the saving of mil- 
lions annually. 


It can be predicted with considerable 


assurance that nothing will come of: 


this proposed voyage of discovery un- 
less we, the shareholders in the enter- 
prise, maintain an active, lively, sus- 
tained interest in it. .

The earliest’ Inquiry “into the ad- 
ministrative methods of the executive 
departments was made by the Cockrell 
commission in 1887> Six years later, 
in 1898, a joint commission, of which 
Representative Dockery was chairman, 
was appointed to examine the’ status 
of the laws organizing the depart~ 
ments. President Roosevelt in 1905 
named an interdepartmental committee, 
of which C, H. Keep, assistant secre- 
tary of the treasury, was chairman, to 
consider department methods. Prest- 
dent Taft in turn, In 1910, named a 
commission on economy and efficiency 
of which Frederick Cleveland was 
chairman. 

Broadly and generally speaking, 
nothing came of these enterprises, 
You. and I—commonly and vaguely 
known as the_public—were not In- 
terested, and neither was congress. 
That ended it, ss 

But. just now, at this moment, we 
have the best chance we ever had to 
find out about our common business 
and how to improve it and lessen its 
cost>to us. The burden of supporting 
it Is heavier than ever before, 

You will perhaps notice all through 
these articles that the information 
supplied me about the general facts 

-of government employment and govern- 
ment business are In terms of 
estimates and approximations. This 
1s one of the defects of government 
organization. It is so large and so 


formless, and its parts so unrelated, | 


thgt exact and precise informatton 
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about the whole is virtually unob- 
tainable. 

It is of the greatest urgency and 
need that the people shall know 
about their government, but they will 
find it difficult to learn until the gov- 
ernment knows about itself. 
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i HERE was but little doubt in the 
mind of Thomas Byrnes, superin- 
tendent of police in New York

in his wallet until the opportunity pre- 
sented itself of purchasing an inter- 
national money order, 
One morning he was found dend in 
the vestibule of his home, “a .38 cali-

: pocketbook missing, = 

That was all Byrnes had to .work 
upon, for there were no indications 
whatever of the persons who had com- 
mitted the crime. The dispatch with 
which the matter had been handled, 
appeared to point to a professional 
criminal, so Byrnes gave orders that 
all the pawnshops in New York were 
to be closely watched, and reports 
made to him of the. pawning of any 
.388 caliber revolvers. 

Investigation of the dozen or more 
38's pawned during the week which 
followed the Hanier shooting, showed 
that all but one of them had been] 
pledged by persons who very evident- 
ty had no connection with the.murder. 
The single exception was‘one Michael 
McGloin, whom ‘the pawnbroker in 
question identified by means of. his 
photograph in the Rouges’ gallery. 
McGloin's gun had been. pawned on 
the morning after the murder, and, 
while the. police had little difficulty 
{n locnting the man himself, there was 
not a shfed of evidence to connect 
him with the Hanier case, beyond the 
fact that he had been absent from 
home on the night af the ‘shooting. in 
the company of four of his boon com- 
Panions, *. 

Quietly, and without allowing a 
word of his. intentions to leak out, 
Byrnes rounded up the quintet one 
at a time, none of them knowing that 
the others were being arrested. Each 
of them was lodged in a@ cell by him- 
self and questioned closely as to his 
actions and his whereabouts at the 
time of the murder. In spite of the 
fact thet Byrnes had definite infor- 
mation that the five men had been to- 
gether, each of them told a different 
story, and each claimed to have been 
alone, at a considerable distance from 
the Hanter house.

SUCCESSOR TO RPEMIER BRIAND 
ENDEAVORS TO CHANGE CON- 
TROL OF EUROPE’S AFFAIRS. 


WANTS FREE HAND ON BHINE 


France to Reserve Freedom of Action 
Against Germany, Poincare Tells 
Premler Lloyd George.

Paris—The new French govern- 
ment, headed by Raymond Poincare 
and including in its membership six 
of the ministers who served under 
Aristide Briand, has been formed, ac-° 
cepted by the President, and is be- 
ginning to function. 

Its first movement to carry out the 
nationalist program, which consti- 
tutes the platform of Poincare and his 
political group is seen in the endeav- 
or of the new premier to break down 
the Supreme Council’s control of Eu- 
ropean affairs and revert to the old- 
atyle method of diplomacy, conduct- 
ing all negotiations through the am- 
bassadors at the various ‘capitals. 

There is an indication that the new 
premier will refuse to meet Russia at 
the Geno conference table until Rus- 
sia has acknowledged all ekternal 
débtsa, including those of the Czar’s 
regime, : 

Mr. Poincare spent the entire morn- 
ing Sunday in an attempt to find oc 
cupants for the posts of Labor and 
Hygiene on his cabinet and it was 
not ‘until 2 p. m. that the completed 
Ust.was carried to- President. Miller- 
and for his approval. His colleagues 
were presented to the President in the 
evening. 

The political. complexion of the 
ministry is not exactly what M. Poin- 
care might have wished, owing to the 
refusal. of Herriot, leading Radical 
Socialist, and Andre Tardieu to join. 
‘Observers declare, nevertheless, that 
it is a homogeneous body and that it 
should: work well, . 

Poincare, in hig conference with 
Premier Lloyd George at the British 
embassy Saturday evening, is under- 
stood..to have outlined the following 
conditions if France is to enter into 
a treaty of alliance with Great 
Britain: |. : 

First: It is necessary to consider 
the Rhine as-France’s strategic mili- 
tary defense line instead of “French’ 
eo.” Second: It ig necessary for 
France to reserve the right to free 
dom of action against Germany if the 
‘Germans willfully refuse to meet any 
of their. obligations.
